ON THE HISTORY OF SPANISH MINING,—No. 11, 
Minino Cope or 1825, anp Sussequent LeoIsLATION. 


S1n,—In a former Number of the Mining Journal, 1 gave a brief sketch 
of the history of mining in Spain, from the earliest times to the commence- 
ment of the present or modern epoch, which dates only from the celebrated 
Royal Decree of July, 1825, by which Ferdinand VII. abolished the for- 
mer Government monopoly, and threw open mining’to all classes, whether 
Spaniards or foreigners, subject to a code of laws especially drawn up for 
the - Of the innumefable .Reyal Detrees which the Gazette of 
Madrid brings forth in such prolific abundance, the above has been one of 
the most remarkable, and certainly one of the most beneficial, It soon 
became the basis of a new branch of industry—new, at least, to the present 
generation of Spaniards, though it had flourished here in the most remote 
antiquity—an industry which now contributes more than 2,000,000/, ster- 
ing annually to the resources of impoverished Spain. The mining code 
itself appears to have been modelled on that which had before prevailed 
in the rich trans-Atlantic colonies of Spain, where mining for the precious 
metals had so long formed a principal source of wealth, both to the colo- 
hists themselves and tothe mother country, It was, however, less com- 
plex, and in most of its provisions extremely liberal. The acquisition of 
tines, or rather tracts of ground containing mineral, was rendered both 
simple and inexpensive. The claims of Government were limited to a sur- 
face rent, and 5 per cent. on the gross mineral produce. A corps of “ in- 

tors,” or mining engineers, was appointed, and the whole country di- 
ded into districts—in each of which an inspector and certain assistants 
were placed. On them devolved all business relative to the administra- 
tion of mines, and the granting and marking out of setts; and the inspec- 
tor had likewise a judicial capacity in all disputes and litigations respect- 
ing mines and mining affairs. On these they were directed to decide in a 
summary manner, without the forms, delays, and expenses of the ordinary 
law courts—the chief officers of the mining corps resident in Madrid form- 
ing a superior Court of Appeal in cases beyond a certain-amount. This 
mining code contained some defects, particularly in exacting too high a sur- 
facerent formining grants, and the limitation of the “‘ pertenencias,” which, 
particularly in coal mines, were ridiculously small. These defects, how- 
ever, when exposed in practice, were gradually remedied; and, taken as 
a whole, the mining code of 1825 will ever be regarded as a momument 
of the patriotism and good sense of its authors, particularly Don Fausto 
de Elhuyar, distinguished as a miner and as a man of science, both in 
Mexico and Spain, who was principally instrumental in drawing it up; 
while it is most honourable to the liberal and enlarged views of the Mi 
nister, Don Luis Lopez Ballesteros, under whose auspices it originated and 
was brought into operation, After working well for nearly a quarter of 
a century, and being the source of infinite benefits to the languishing in- 
dustry of Spain, this mining code was superseded—certainly for no good 
reason—by a new one in April, 1849. This, in all its main features, is 
very similar to its predecessor—indeed, based upon it. Itis, however, in- 
ior, as being more complicated, and more restrictive in its provisions ; 
and it has abolished the judicial duties of the inspectors, transferring all 
mining causes to the ordinary tribunals—an alteration-of very dubious ten- 
dency, though I believe the dictum of the inspectors (evidently the parties 
most competent) will still have a good deal of influence in such cases. In 
one respect, however, the new mining code has conferred a benefit upon 
the miner, through petty grants, or ‘‘ pertenencias ” (200 varas by 100), be= 
fore existing, having been tripled in superficial extent. They are now 300 
varas long by 200 varas wide, which is large enough for the operations of 
the small mining companies usual in this country ; while companies of 
greater capital and magnitude have no difficulty in acquiring several “‘ per- 
tenencias,”’ and thus securing as much ground as they require. 

It should be remarked, however, that in thus throwing open the mining 
industry of Spain, some few exceptions were made in favour of certain min- 
ing establishments, which had always been, and still continue, the pro- 
perty of the Crown, together with a certain extent of ground in their vi- 
einity. They are the following :—The quicksilver mines of Almaden, the 
copper mines of Rio Tinto, certain of the lead mines of Linares and Fal- 
set, the zinc mines of San Juan de Alearaez—of these the direct control 
only. The sulphur mines of Hellin and Benamaurel, the graphite or 
black-lead mines of Marbella, certain mines of iron and coal in the As- 
tutias and Navarra, which supply the materials for the Government ma- 
nufactories of arms and warlike stores in Trubia, Orbaiceta, and Eugui. 
These exceptions, however, of a few Government properties which the 
State still continued to reserve to itself, are absolutely insignificant in the 
vast mining field which the peninsula presents. 

Previous to tho promulgation of the mining law of July, 1825, this branch 
of industry was almost unknown in Spain. It had fallen into the most 
complete abeyance itis possibleto conceive ; in fact, the only mines worked 
with vigour, and in a manner worthy of the present century, were the ce- 
lebrated quicksilver mines of Almaden, which, since their restoration in 
the last century, have beon conducted with admirable skill and ability, and 
now offer an example of mining on the large scale of which Spaniards are 
justly proud. The enormous deposit of ferruginous copper pyrites at Rio 
Tinto, only now beginning to attract the attention it deserves, was worked 
on a mean and inadequate scale. The production of lead in the Alpujarras 
was limited to a few mines, feebly worked on account of the Government. 
The production of ¢oal wasvery insignificant, and the works for that pur- 
pose were rather rude “diggings” on the outcrop of the coal than mines, 
Properly speaking. The excellent iron ore of the north of Spain was feebly 
worked to supply the little furnaces known as “Catalan forges,” worked 

val, and producing an excellent quality of iron, but on a very 
limited scale. Mines of silver, since worked with so much success, were 
only known by tradition to have existed in the Spanish peninsula. Ina 
word, the natural effects of monopoly and the restrictive system, universal 
ae prostration, were shown forth in broad and unmistakable facts. 
the mines were thrown open to the public, the Spaniards threw 
themselves with great energy into this new pursuit ; and one of the earliest 
ences Was a vast extension of workings in the Sierra de Gador, 
-aveompanied by enormous discoveries of lead ore, and producing great 
‘wéalth and rapid fortunes in the mountain district of the Alpujarras. The 
rapid and terrtble depreciation in the price of lead, which in the course of 
two or three years resulted from these prodigious discoveries, was so ruinous 
to tho lead mines of England and Germany, that it will be long before the 
¢ireumstance is forgotton. In the year 1839 were discovered the rich sil- 
ver mines of the Sierra Almagrera, which have since afforded such an enor- 
mous produce of the precious metal, and by which fortunes have been made 
as if by magic. This discovery gave a powerful, but somewhat unhealthy, 
stimulus to mining, pouring forth as it did for years a stream of wealth with 
little exertion and a merely nominal first ou %; A few years later, fol- 
lowed ‘the ‘discovery of the rich silver mines of Hiendelencina, in thepro- 
ovinee of Guaddajara, which, after yielding a considerable amount of the 
x ious metal for the lastseven or eight years, promise to make deep and 
ing mines for the future. More recently, the lead ores of Cartagena, 
which though of low produce are very abundant, and ean be raised ve 
Cheaply, as they lie near the sutface, have opened a new epoch in Spanis 
mining, by attracting attention to a poorer class of ores than had previously 
‘been pS.

yet these ores have been made the basis of an extensive commerce. In 
the wonderfully rapid progress of smelting in Spain, something, however, 
must be attributed to foreigners—of whom many (English, French, and 
German) were employed at the beginning of the works. Most of these 
didnot accomplish what was expected; but they hadnew ores, new matefials, 
and new circumstances to deal with, and did not remain here long endugh 
to overcome all the preliminary difficulties. Still they erected good and 
commodious works, taught the Spaniards how to build furnaces and the 
routine of furnace operations; and by the various systems they intro- 
duced, have, no doubt, been very beneficial to the country, and have greatly 
facilitated the present improved and very creditable state of smelting. 
The smeting-works are placed under the same law as the mines—the 
ground oectpied by them being granted by the Government, and paying 
a surface rent, the same as.a mining concession. The Government duty 
of 5 per cent, on all mineral produce is not levied direct on the miner, but 
is taken on the metal produced, and, therefore, falls on the smelter, who, 
in the purchase of ores, makes a corresponding deduction from their value. 
The ores are nearly always purchased on the mine—the cost of eonveyance 
to the works being defrayed by the smelter. The mode of purchase is re- 
gulated by no general system—the ores of each mine being generally 
bought by “‘subasta,” or auction, when the highest bidder becomes the 
purchaser, or the price being determined by private contract between the 
miner and smelter, either at each sale, or sometimes for a longer period by 
especial agreement between the parties. ‘The immense mounds of ancient 
slags, or “‘escoriales,” left by the Cathagenians and Romans, were also 
placed under the mining law, and have been rented from the Government 
i the same manner as mining grants. These singular relics of the past 
have, within the last 10 years, been nearly all re-smelted, or are now in 
the course of being so; and, being the products of rude and primitive me- 
tallurgic processes, they have, in many instances, afforded large profits to 
modern enterprise, more especially those situated on the coast of the Me- 
diterranean.—ANn Encuisu Miner: Murcia, Spain, July 15.

Now, having made it my business to hold communication with many of the work- 
men of the collieries particularised by Mr. Jude, in respect of this resolution, and 
being satisfied that. gross misrepresentation existed, addressed a letter to Mr. Cayley, 
and requested the favour of a copy of the said document. I was favoured with the 
following answer :— “ Horingham Hall, Whitwell, July 16. 

‘*Str,—I have no recollection of the’ eircumstances you refer to—viz. : that a meet- 
ing of coal miners had impugned the duct of the inspector at the inquests at Wash- 
ington, Killingworth, and Hebburn Collieries; nor do I believe that any reference, 
therefore, is made to it in the evidence taken before us, certainly not in the report. 
To rescue this document, if it were ever sent to the Committee, would now be diffi- 
cult—perhaps impossible. Be assured that nothing transpired before the Committee 
which at all impugned your character as an inspector. E. Cayuey.’’

THE VENTILATION OF COLLIERIES.—No. I. 
BY DAVID MUSHET, ESQ. 


Srr,—The late dreadful explosion, and the general elections, having imparted a 
considerable stimulus to the discussion of this important subject, the present seems 
a favourable occasion to examine the principles on which ventilation is now con- 
ducted. It is essential on all subjects to recur occasionally to first principles—to eom- 
pare how far existing practices are in accordance with them—and thus see what cor- 
rection is needed to those excesses, or deficiencies, in which mere habit, or partial 
application of principle, is sure to result without such a fundamental reference. We 
might say to the Committee of the House of Commons, ‘ Physician, heal thyself.” 
It certainly is singular that, whilst honourable Members have been suffocated and 
poisoned subsdiem in their magnificent abode, having no more insidious enemy to con- 
tend with than the common atmosphere, hopel and h vietims, they should 
feel themselves ¢ompetent to revise the subterraneous ventilation of coal mines. The 
learned have been hurrying to and fro—hastening from Mortimer-street to Westmin- 
ster, and back—to demonstrate that substances under force will enter smaller orifices 
than they could without it; and that if the substance is inflammable gas, and the ori- 
fice a mesh of gauze, with flame on the other side, such gas so forced will certainly 
explode, as Davy told them 40 years before. Had there been time, all the able per- 
formers before the other House in 1849 were to have been called on for an encore. 
Benevolent gentlemen are sitting hard in private as well as public committees; and 
all this bustle may, or may not, result in introducing a new 





ember to a seat in the 
new Parliament, as the preparatory step to the office of Central Minister of Mines. 
But problematical as even the last event may be considered, I think it is still more

It is well known this principle is far from giving perfect security. Not only do 
sudden and excessive discharges of gas overcome the utmost diluting power that can be 
applied, but, as given in evidence by some of the ablest men, the very means of secn- 
ty in such cases increase the danger and the destruction in the full proportion of their 
use. The larger the volume of atmosphere which is entering, the larger is the volume 
of the gas which is rendered explosive. The explosions in consequence beeome more 
forcible and extensive, and are repeated in rapid succession, so long as the airways re- 
main in a condition to bring forward fresh doses of the ingredient of explosion. Ttis 
clear, therefore, both upon principle, as well as yearly e ence, that the safety so 
long sought for by urging exces currents of air has not attained. It was given 
in evidence before the Lords’ Committee in 1849 that the — of eubie' feet of air 
i ak passed a a given area had been in 10 or 20 times beyond what 
Mr. Buddle had 30 years before thought sufficient; and yet the desired safety had not 
been gained, nor perhaps even approached any nearer.

STEAM AND FIRE. 


Sir,—With one or other of the above powerful agents I do hope that we shall now 
get something like good ventilation in our collieries. This, with intelligent officers 
and well-disciplined'workmen, will do much to put astop to the dreadful forlorn 
hopes that poor coal miners are sent on, and too often thus haplessly hurried into 
eternity ; for putting a poor ignorant collier into a fiery mine, with a Davy lamp asa 
substitute for ventilation, is not much better than sending a man on a storming party. 

Steam appears to be the favourite power in all — matters, and mre Bo our 
steam-engines can nearly doanything ; therefore, it is not surprising that steam should 
be wished to be py ee ag in ventilating collieries. But before the youngster, Steam, 
drives away his old father, Fire, let-us first hear what the latter has done amiss. He is 
an old servant, and ought to be heard ere heis condemned. I believe itis said that he 
has been found idle—clinging to his old iron bed of a furnace, and not stirring himself to 
do much work ; so it may have appeared, when probably the fault was more with the 
furnace than the fire. A y-arranged furnace, ill-managed, and having improper 
air-roads leading to it, may certainly be instanced as a proof against furnace ventila- 
tion ; but will a steam-jet, similarly circumstanced, do any better? 

Let six collieries, where the new steam-jet, without the aid of large boilers under- 
ground, has been in 4 greed for the last year, be compared with six others where 
good and well-managed furnaces have been employed, and I for one will abide the 
result. Far be it in me to write a word against science, for it ispractical science that 
we want; but Ido chet to so simple and effective an agent as the furnace being put 
aside by theoretical schemes and young novelty-hunters, and I hope to see all experi- 
ments in ventilation tried in coal pits, and not in laboratories. 

I do not pretend to have much knowledge of physics, but it always has-appeared to 
me that, in converting water into steam, you lose a large amount of force by render- 
ing part of the heat latent. However, I was scarcely prepared to find the force of 
heat so greatly diminished by the addition of water, as is stated in a communication 
which appeared in your last week’s Journal, on the power of heat for propelling ships. 
In describing Mr. Alexander Gordon’s patent, it is stated ‘‘ that the principle of his 
machine is founded on the fact that the locomotive powers, both of the steam-engine 
and the rocket, are derived solely from the action or agency of heat ; that of steam is 
the result of the transmission of part of the heat from the fire to the water, and then 
through the steam-engine ; that of the rocket is obtained by the direct application of 
the hot products of combustion themselves for impelling it in air or water, without 
the intervention of machinery, by making use of all the heat generated, and all the 
products of combustion put in motion. It is then shown that a cubic foot of solid an- 
thracite in combustion actually exerts a force equal to 473,600,000 Ibs., raised 1 foot, 
but that in the furnace of a steam-vessel it never exceeds 85,000,000 Ibs., leaving a ba- 
lance against machinery of 388,000,000 Ibs. * * * Caleulations to show the eco- 
nomy of air, the result being that 8 lbs. of coal will convert 1 cubic foot or 1000 ozs. of 
water into 1700 eubic feet of steam, giving an available power of 15 lbs. upon the 
square inch, while 5°37 lbs. of coal will heat 1000 ozs. of air to have the same effect.” 

I do not vouch for the truth of the above statements, and some of them may not 
altogether bear on furnace ventilation, but they are assuredly worthy of the steam- 
jet advoeates; and I should like the latter gentlemen to answer them, or I shall begin 
to think that there is a steam paradox as well as a furnace paradox. Hor-Air.

THE LORDS’ DUES IN WALES. 

Sir,—It is notorious that the great impediment to the free extension of the mining 
interests in Wales is the enormous dues demanded by the owners of the land. Hav- 
ing recently been on a visit of inspection in Carnarvonshire, I was more especially 
struck with this anomaly or folly—call it what you-will; I found that several of the 
mines, the workings of which had cost many thousands of pounds, were paying all the 
profits, in the shape of dues, to the lords; one-eighth, or 1244 per cent. on the gross 
produee, being thecommonrate. I think that a demonstration ought to be made against 
such a burthensome tax ; moderate dues are, in reality, as much the lord’s interest as 
the shareholders. sBurthened by such exactions, partial and ineffectual trials at shal- 
low depths are too often made, and too readily abandoned. Many-instances are to be 
found where, after such abandonment by companies who have prepared the way at 
their heavy cost, new companies have been formed to-work the same setts at dues 
granted on more mederate terms ; thus, in fact, taxing those the heaviest who hadto 
encounter the chief hazard. The first explorers ought, undoubtedly, to be relieved, as 
the lords’ best friends. The great risk is theirs, both in money and in time. They 
ought to be encouraged by liberal dues, and not disheartened and-impeded by such 
exactions as are now, and have long been, too common. In Cornwall the dues, on an 

‘ , are not more than one-half the Welsh dues, and in many instances one- 
third ; this ‘fact will,in a great degree, account for the far — expenditure of 
mining capital in Cornwall than in Wales. The Principality, itis generally believed, 
is not less rich, even in copper, but in lead ore it far surpasses all other districts ; -yet 
is it much-more difficult to found a Welsh mining company than a Cornish one, chiefly 
on account of these impolitic exactions. 

The lords should moderate them, then more ground would be explored, which could 
not fail to be for their own ultimateadvantage. I could quote many examples, not only 
of mines that were under'my own immediate superintendence, but of others that I 
ventured in, and I can point out innumerable instances where bad results. have at- 
tended the exaction of heavy rates for dues. One consideration must suggest itself to 
all who reflect on the subject—namely, if the richness of the mineral ground be really 
known before hand, why do not the lords work it themselves for their own advantage? 
How few there are who doso! In fact, how small is the number of those lords who 
adventure at all! I have known a mine yielding regularly 80007. worth of ores per 
month, and which never paid a dividend to the shareholders, although the lords re- 
ceived the whole of their dues to an enormous amount. ‘The concern was on the eve 

donment, the lords vere ee to at the eleventh hour, they consexted to 
abate the dues from 1.24th to 1 y and now it.promises:to be one of the most pro- 
ductive mines in Cornwall. The shares have advanced within the last four months 
from 75/. to 5601. each. This is orily one of many similar instances, and I cannot too 
strongly urge upon the Welsh lords to bear this feature strongly in mind, if they would 
conaulé their own best interests.—A Mine AGENT: Aug. 10.

If 1 had been guilty of such an act, I should certainly now 
either freely acknowledge it, or else be silent; for it would be an ill-judged province 
on my part to contend against facts and realities, and attempt to assume a position 
which T know I cannot maintain. As, however, I have done nothing of the sort, but 
have fairly taken principles already the right and property of the whole world, and 
applied them, for the first time, to a mew and useful purpose, I will not allow the as- 
sumptions of Mr. James Nasmyth, of Patricroft, in Lancashire, to pass unnoticed. 

It has been truly said of the more fortunate part of mankind that ‘‘some are born 
to greatness, some achieve greatness, and some have greatness thrust upon them.”” My 
opponent, in the present instance, belongs to the last-named class (for though he has 
cle med very much from the world, he has ,received even more than he asked for) ; 
and I must, therefore, solicit your readers to dismiss from their minds all prejudiced 
notions, arising out of idle rumour and unexamined report, and carefully and dis- 
passionately to note the facts which I am now about to lay before them. 

In the year 1784 the celebrated James Warr (whose fame is his own, and rests not 
in any way upon the achievements of others) INVENTED THE STEAM-HAMMER. Every 
great invention is doomed to struggle through initial difficulties, and to pass as it were 
through infancy and childhood, until it has been fairly matured by the elaborating hand 
of time. Watt’s steam-hammer, as being the first evcr constructed, could scarcely

mers then in ordinary use. Some 20 years after the date of this invention—that is to 
say in 1806—a patent was taken by Mr. William Deverill for another steam-hammer. 
The general scheme was here the same as in the former instance, merely differing in 
the details of its application. But what was this scheme—this principle, which at the 
early period of time here referred to had already formed the subject of two distinct 
patents? Jt was the direct application of steam to the movement of a forge hammer; 
and 14 years after the date of Watt’s patent this principle had become by /aw the pro- 
perty of the world? Butno; it would appear otherwise! On the 9th June, 1842, and 
when, by the progress of engineering adventure, the demand for malleable iron had 
become most extensive, both in this country and abroad, Mr. James Nasmyth, of Patri- 
croft, obtained a sweeping and comprehensive patent for this very invention. He took 
the principle just named for his basis, made a slight alteration in its mechanical de- 
tails, and fencing it round with an ambiguous specification, he called it bis own, ob- 
tained for it a prominent position in the Great Exhibition of All Nations (not, mind, 
as a grand triumph of engineering skill, the principle, the groundwork, and the ge- 
neral outline of which had emanated from the master minds of preceding engineers, 
but as a contrivance and invention enclusively his own) ; and thus, without one word 
of reference to the previous history of the engine, he calmly awaited the approbation 
of the multitude who were destined to gaze upon the imposing product of his foundry, 
or to behold it in actual operation ; and so completely did this policy succeed, that it 
may be safely affirmed at the present moment that, though many people have heard 
of Nasmyth’s steam-hammer, and very many have seen it, not one in twenty isaware 
that the direct action of steam had been applied to the working of such hammers ante- 
rior to Mr. Nasmyth’s time. Many engineers even, with whom I have conversed 
upon the subject, disputed the fact until convinced of its reality. It may possibly be 
thought that some of my expressions are rather strong, but the question is not whether 
they are strong, but whether they are true; for, if true, they have been well called 
for by the uncourteous notification which graced your columns last Saturday. 
I have stated that Mr, Nasmyth took the principle previously introduced by Watt 
and Deverill, and made but a slight alteration in the details of its application. These 
are not my words merely. Ina number of the G/asgow Herald, whichappeared in Sept., 
1848, the writer (who is evidently conversant with the subject upon which he treats) 
distinctly states that long after the date of Watt and Deyverill’s patents ‘‘ Mr. Nasmyth 
brought out and patented a steam-hammer, similar to them in principle, and not much 
different in detail.” Then, again, I have stated that Mr. Nasmyth fenced round his 
invention with an ambiguous specification. Let us seein this instances also, whether 
I have departed.a single point from fact, and the accuracy of the description which I 
am now about to give may easily be tested by a reference to the Enrolment Office. 
The machine described in this specification consists of a vertical cylinder, properly 
supported upon uprights at some distance from the ground. The cylinder is open at 
the top, and furnished with a piston and piston-rod. To the lower end of the latter 
is attached a hammer, moving between gufdes. There is a single valve to this ma- 
chine, and it is worked by hand. On depressinga lever, stedm is admitted below the 
piston, which, of course, rises, carrying the hammer withit. On nearing the top of 
the cylinder, it passes a circle of holes, through which the steam escapes into the at- 
phere, and, con: ly, allows the hammer to descend by its own weight upon 
the iron placed upon an anvil beneath. This, then, is the materiel of the specifica- 
tion, and then comes the claim, which I now give verbatim :—*‘I desire it to be par- 
ticularly understood,” says the patentee, ‘that I do not claim the exclusive use of 
any of the several parts, and arrangements of parts, and machinery described, ex- 
cept when the said parts are used in connection with, and in furtherance of, my said 
invention, whereby the elastic force of steam is made directly applicable to raise the 
hammer, or striking-block, for forging, stamping, and cutting iron, and other sub- 
stances as described.”’ 
Every inventor knows where his invention begins and where it ends ; and the law 
demands and insists that, in order;to render a patent complete and valid, a plain, clear, 
and straightforward description thereof shall be given in the specification, and this 
without a mystification of terms or entanglement of phrases. Willany one of moderate 
understanding read the above claim, and tell me what is really Mr. Nasmyth’sinven- 
-tion, and what is not? Is this a specification that will hold water, or would it be a 
matter of extreme difficulty to drive a coach-and-four through it? Is this the claim 
of one who has truly invented something great and good, or is it the claim of a man 
who, conscious of the circumscribed character of his title, is anxious to conceal the 
antiquity of the principle and of the application from public view? If this claim 
means anything, it means that Mr. Nasmyth lays right and title to the exclusive ap- 
plication of steam in a direct manner to the movement of forge hammers, and mean- 
ing this, in point of law, it means nothing, for no inventor can claim that which is 
already public property. 
[ now wish it to be understood, that in coming forward with these remarks I have 
been actuated by a sense of duty te myself. I have been accused of appropriating an- 
other man’s ideas, and to be silent under such circumstances would be to acquiesce in 
the validity of the accusation. I have torn, or endeavoured to tear, the mask from a 
reality which has too long remained concealed. As to copying anything from Mr. 
Nasmyth, I have not. I solemniy protest I never saw one of his machines at work 
but once, and then but for a minute. I had neither time nor inclination to investigate 
its details; the principle to me was everything. Nay, I can safely affirm, and give some 
proof of it too, that long before the appearance of his patent I had myself conceived the 
idea of applying steam in a direct manner to the movements ofa forge-hammer. Not 
that this matters anything in law, but it may serve to convince my opponent that I 
do not require to go to Patricroft for engineering ideas. If, however, I have had little 
to do with his machine, I have carefully studied his specifications, as well as the general 
history of the steam-hammer, and it was not without the knowledge resulting there- 
from, coupled with a very able opinion which I took upon the matter, that I applied 
-to the Crown for Letters Patent. I have in this communication touched only upon 
one of Mr. Nasmyth’s specifications ; I shall be fully prepared to speak upon the others 
when time and occasion shall render it necessary ; and I will merely further say, in 
conclusion, that it is not improbable that my resistance in this business will not prove, 
altogether, of a passive character.—Isuam Bases: Ang. 10. 


THE COPPER TRADE. 


Sirx,—The present art of copper ore smelting, or its craft, may be said to be that of 
mixing together dissimilar ores, by which I mean ores not alike in their electrical 
relations; but, to speak in plainer Cornish, if two very different kinds of ores are 
mixed, they’mutually assist and,benefit each other. The inferior, so-called, ore is no 
more indebted to the so-called superior than the latter to the former. The assayers 
Class the several ores as No. 1, 2, and 3, in reference to their qualities, in the Assay- 
office trials; and the copper companies generally vary their standard for such ac- 
£0) ly. This is a delusion, and a very gross one, as you cannot rely on the same 
results in the furnace as in the erucible—the two operations being totally different. 
The No. 1, or best ores, will be found, if melted alone, to make often inferior copper. 
This will apply to No. 2—haud pari passu,—as the general mass of these ores is more 
various. e system pursued by some copper companies of selecting or separating 
ores is a mistaken policy, and presents, among other objections, this practical one— 
that the works must be often embarrassed by the uncertainty of the arrivals from dif- 
ferent mapa but the greatest objection of all is, that if you smelt selected ores, you 
must also purchase having selection for your object, as well as standard in market 
cheapness, which cannot be done except by paying for the indulgence or preference. 
For example, —— an agent, on a rising market for ores, to receive orders to pur- 
chase 500 tons; Carn Brea, to stand first on the list, but, as they contain tin are ex- 
eluded, his judgment, which would lead him to take his quantity from the first list, 
is not allowed exercise by this exclusion, and he is obliged to let them ‘pass to 
others without competition. Again, in a following market, with North Roskear, as 
first ticket, being No. 1, his orders are to purchase, not to exclude. He buys in the 
early part of the sale, when he might have purchased cheaper at the close. These 
are not hypothetical cases, but of constant occurrence. It has been urged, that if best 
copper be required for specific purposes, the only way to obtain it is by smelting best 
ores. This I deny; or, if I were to admit, it would shrink into nothing, when com- 
pared with other and more important considerations, and is best met by the question 
—Does a person deserve the name of a smelter, who cannot overcome any difficulty he

3s. per ton, realised 490/, 2s, ; and the further shipment of 49 tons, according to 
assay, may be estimated at 500/., thus making a return of 990/. 2s, on the total outlay 
of 3494/. 3s. 5d. expended on the mine since the commencement of operations; while 
there is a considerable quantity of ore at surface, which cannot be returned until the 
crusher is at work. The operations at the mine within the past six months have been 
more particularly directed to the ore ground, and developing the value and resources 
of the mine. From Capt. Thomas’s report, it appears that Croker’s shaft has been 
completed to the 46 fm. level, and also Connor’s and Harris’s winzes.

Plats have been cut in the 46 fm. level, east and west of 
Croker’s shaft, and a fork sunk 6 ft. under the level. ‘wo other winzes are being

A discussion arose as to the purser receiving calls in the country, and not remit- 
ting the amount to London, he having altogether 100/. in hand.

The Roughentgill Mines are situate at the head of a deep and narrow valley, which 
tes the northern flank of Caldbeck Fells, and terminates suddenly where the 
ughtengill lodes or veins cross it.

This day (5th instant) I have pushed my way through the 
hole, which is not more than 1 foot square, and I am glad to inform you the sight is 
most promising ; the swallow is from 6 to 9 feet wide, composed of spar, beautifully 
spotted with ore, samples of which I am preparing to bring up with me on the 17th. 
We have discovered another old Roman slag hearth opposite to the level’s mouth. with 
a quantity of small lumps of ore round about it, similar to those I have already shown 
you. Most of the people in the district have been over to see this discovery, and seem 
much gratified, and the miners say this will become a second ‘ Snailbeach.” 


CLIVE.—We have not none anything at Summer shaft since last re- 

rted, in consequence of the air being so bad. The men have holed the air-pit sink- 
ing near this shaft, which has opened good tribute ground, and will enable us now to 
commence our operations at Summer shaft. The patch is looking well; we rose from 
15 to 20 tons of lead from it the last month. The crusher will enable us to make good 
returns from this valuable spot; the shaft is set to sink under the deep level, by four 
men, 2 fms., at 27. 10s. per fm., lode very large, with occasional stones of lead. The 
deep adit level is driving, by six men, 3 fms., at 2/7. per fm., the lode at present small 
and not productive. In consequence of the wet weather the men have not been able 
to do much on the surface for this last week, otherwise we should have completed the 
cutting and levelling of the incline, and the masons would have been further on with 
the wheel-pit.

25 yards of solid slate below the floor of the level. This expensive bit of work, which 
has cost us several months of time, has rendered you this service—it has proved that 
no company in Wales has got such a bed of slate as you have. Do not wait till the 
tunnel is through, but order the west side to be cleared, and so be prepared to make 
money. If my judgment in this case is doubted, send any practical man, and I am 
sure he will bear me out. I shall not like to stay here much longer if something is 
not done, as I am sure everybody connected with it will be reproached for neglecting 
such a valuable property. I hope the directors will not think me disrespectful, but if 
they were to hear and see what I do, they would feel quite asstrangeas Ido. I wish 
they would come and see for themselves, then they-would never be content to let 
things go at their present slow rate. 


CREETOWN.—The No. 1 lode, No. 2 end, is not improved, but the 
ground is more kindly and become very wet. We have holed the rise to No. 1 level, 
and are making all the speed we can to clear out the foundation forjthejengine-house , 
and cutting plat in No, 3 level, that we may commence to sink the engine-shaft be- 
low that level as uiekly as possible.

A. B. (Greenwich).—Gunpowder expands by explosion to 472 times its original bulk, 
with a velocity of 10,000 ft. per second, and a pressure of 15,000 lbs. per square inch : 
the gases produced are principally nitrogen and carbonic and sulphurous acids. 

A Constant Reader (Manchester).—The idea of the consumption of smoke in furnaces 
is by no means new, or confined to the present century: one of the first schemes 
was by Papin, who, about the year 1680, proposed to make the smoke descend 
through the fire, the necessary draught being maintained by means of his centri- 
fugal blower. The scheme is feasible, and one which there is little doubt might be 
proved practicable, if properly carried out. Franklin afterwards adopted it for 
house stoves, but the difficulty of lighting fires, the caking of the coal, and other 
inconveniences, led to its abandonment. In 1785 Watt took out a patent for pre- 
venting smoke, by placing the coal in an upright conical tube, immediately behind 
the furnace door, and causing a stream of air to rush through it; there were no 
fire-bars, the fuel being laid on a brick arch. This plan was ingenious, but the 
caking of the coal was a difficulty, which he got rid of by introducing the dead-plate 
between the furnace door and fire-bars, upon which the coal is first coked, and then 

ushed back upon the fire. This plan is still in use by Messrs, Boulton and Watt, 
at Soho, and is economical and effectual ; from the chimney, where it has now been 
employed for half a century, smoke is never seen. 

The desoription of Mr. Baggs’s self-acting feeding apparatus for crushing gold quartz 
and metallic ores shall appear in our next Journal.

T. G. (Glasgow).—The New Patent Law does not provide against the inventor being 
defrauded of his invention by reason of some other person obtaining it in fraud, and 
registering it under the Designs’ Act before the inventor has legally claimed it for 
himself, and certainly does not provide that any publication in fraud, made within 
six months prior to the date of the’patent, shall not invalidate the right and title 
of the true inventor to hold and maintain his patent for such invention. In regard 
to protecting the inventor against the fraudulent registration under the Designs’ 
Act, there is no doubt that this must be amended, or the 10th clause will in effect 
be made a dead letter, because the pirate will not apply for a patent, but obtain a 
registration under the Designs’ Acts, which he may do in secret, and without any 
opposition. The Designs’ Acts have frequently been resorted to under the present 
law by dastardly pirates. The amendment should be that no registration or pro- 
visional registration, under the Designs’ Acts, in fraud of the true and first inven- 
tor, shall invalidate any letters patent granted to him, and bearing date within six 
months from the date of such register, or provisional registration.

ners in ordinary trading concerns. Accordingly, mining partnerships were 
early recognised by law as distinct from ordi ones, as not being 
founded on the delectus persone, or selection of partners, from which prin- 
ciple the rights and obligations of ordinary trading partnerships are prin- 
cipally derived. It was decided, after many doubts, that the mining partner 
had a right either to relinquish or transfer his share without the consent 
of his co-partners, and that upon his decease or bankruptcy the law, in- 
stead of dissolving the partnership, would transfer the share to his execu- 
tors or assignees, and the powers of partners to bind each other to en- 
gagements entered into with non-partners were restricted. 

e peculiar character of the Cost-book System, as now distinctively 
acknowledged by law, may be considered based on the fact that the cum- 
brous machinery forced upon joint-stock companies, and which has proved 
sufficiently embarrassing to many of them, would have crushed in their 
birth many of those smaller associations by which numbers of the mines 
in Cornwall and Devon are worked. Moreover, companies under the 
Cost-book System had never so far encroached upon the privileges of cor- 
porations as to profess to restrict the liability of members to the amount 
of their shares, so far as creditors were concerned, the assumption of which 

rivilege by joint-stock companies, as an inducement for procuring share- 

olders, was their most odious feature to the courts of common law and 
equity, and, in a great measure, led to the passing of the statute which 
regulates them. Cost-book companies had neither brought upon them- 
selves, or were strong enough to bear, the ponderous fetters imposed upon 
joint-stock companies, and were for these, and probably other, reasons ex- 
pressly exempted from the operation of the Act. The rules and regula- 
tions under which the Cost-book System is conducted are so generally 
known, and are ‘so repeatedly being defined in our columns, that a repeti- 
tion would be superfluous here ; and we now proceed to consider what de- 
viation from the Cost-book System would probably subject such company 
to the penalties of non-registration. 

It is clear that a company cannot escape from the provisions relating to 
joint-stock companies, if they act as one, merely by cadling themselves a 
company under the cost-book, or entering into a deed of partnership, de- 
claring that the works shall be conducted on the Cost-book System. On 
the other hand, it cannot be supposed that every deviation from the model 
of the system can subject a set of adventurers to the pains and penalties 
of non-registration. It is very difficult to state precisely what deviations 
would be followed by such consequences, or to draw the line of demarea- 
tion, but in indicating some of the prominent features of the Cost-book 
System we consider it would be advisable for adventurers not to allow any 
departure from the general principles. In the first place, the keeping of 
a cost-book, to which every adventurer has access, is the most obvious, 
and, perhaps, important feature. The principal distinction from ordinar 
trading partnerships appears to be the absence of the delectus persone. it 
would be inconsistent with the voluntary character of such associations 
to render every Act of an individual binding upon the whole; and should 
a cost-book company stipulate that shares should not be transferred with- 
out the consent of every shareholder, it would be a grave question whether 
they had not brought st wie within the law of trading partnerships, 
if consisting of no more than 25 members. The Cost-book System ap- 
pears mainly distinguishable from that of joint-stock companies by the 
control directly exercised by the whole body of shareholders over the ma- 
nagement of the concern. They appoint a purser, who acts as the servant 
of all, whose functions are purely executive, who is removeable at plea- 
sure, and accountable at frequent meetings of the adventurers. In short, 
the Cost-book System may be considered republican, while that of a joint- 
stock company delegates its powers to an aristocracy of directors. The 
delegation of authority, subject to periodical resumption of more than one 
purser or manager, would not make a material difference in the basis of 
the company’s foundation ; for in extensive mines’ there are commonly 
one or more captains, who order materials the same as the purser, and 
sometimes'the functions are discharged by a committee ; but should powers 
beyond these be exercised, if borrowing money, drawing bills, making 
calls, or auditing and passing accounts be delegated to a board of diree- 
tors, a committee of management, or a body under any other name, while 
the general meetings of shareholders are discontinued, except at distant 
intervals, it is apprehended the character-of the system would be departed 
from, and the company come within the provision of the Joint-Stock Com- 
panies’ Act. 

We are gratified to find that the suggestion made by us in the Mrnrna 
Journat of the 31st July for the establishment of a code of civil law appli- 
cable to mining pursuits, based on the simple principle of the Cost-book 
System, to be administered in every mineral district, has caused consider- 
able attention, and the assumption that some such legislative enactment is 
highly desirable has met with no opposition. A communication from a 
valued correspondent, under the signature of “‘C. H.,” appeared in our 
last, fully bearing out our views; and we shall be most happy to record 
the opinions of others interested in the subject, who may favour us with 
their observations thereon. ; 














The annual report of Mr. H. Seymour TreMENHEERE, the commis- 
sioner appointed under the provisions of the 5th and 6th Vic., c. 99, to in- 
quire into its operations, and the state of the population of the mining dis- 
tricts, has just been printed by order of the House of Commons, and gives 
the result of his investigations down to June last. It commences by draw- 
ing attention to the manner in which large numbers of the colliery popu- 


lation still continue to be seriously affected to their disadvantage by the 
continuance, on the part of their employers of the payment of wages in 
goods—in fact, the still prevalent existence of the abominable Truck Sys- 
tem. Many anti-truck associations have been established in various parts 
of the country, composed principally of working men and shopkeepers, 
and in several instances by employers who fairly and honourably pay 
their workmen in money. The object of these associations is to procure 
evidence against those infringing the law, to sustain the cost.of prosecu- 
tion, and to support those men who have been dismissed from their work 
as a punishment for giving evidence, until they can be taken into employ- 
ment by the employers opposed to the system. The difficulties in the 
way of obtaining convictions, arising from defects in the law, and the 
slight effect produced when they are obtained, has caused the amendment 
of the law to be warmly canvassed by the associations and the money- 
aying employers; and many applications were made by deputations to 
ir Grorcr Grey, the late Secretary of State. In the autumn of last 
year, that functionary expressed a desire that Mr. TREMENHEERE would 
turn his attention to the subject; and he accordingly availed himself of 
every opportunity at command to enable him to arrive at a satisfactory 
opinion on the following points :—Whether the existing evil was one of 
magnitude; whether the defects in the law, and not the unwillingness of 
parties affected by it to enforce the provisions, are the cause of the evil ; 
and whether any amendments could be made in the law with the prospect 
of a beneficial result. The report shows that the evil does still continue 
to a very great extent; it inflicts much injury and oppression on the well- 
conducted working man and his family ; m many cases the settlement of 
wages are deferred for so many weeks, to drive them to the shop for every 
thing ; that if a little ready money is required, he is obliged to take goods 
he does net want, and sell them at a loss; and many instances occurred 
where respectable and trustworthy men stated they had been unable to 
clothe their children, or send them to a place of worship, from the disad- 
vantages they laboured under from receiving their wages in such manner. 
The evil does not end here. It seriously affects the honest hard-working 
retail shopkeeper; and the truck-paying masters take a most unfair ad- 
vantage over those who pay in money, in bad times of trade more parti- 
eularly, underselling them in the market 10 to 15 percent. It is then 
shown that it is undoubtedly defects in the law, which cause the evil 
system to flourish, and not from unwillingness to carry its provisions into 
effect; and Mr. TREMENHEERE then s ts some alterations, which he 
considers would render administration of e law much more effectual, and 
tend eventually to crush the practice. The great difficulty which has 
itherto been encountered has been the facility with which it can be 
by collusive payments. There are various modes of effecting this—such 
as getting cash at the office adjoining the “shop,” and handing it over to 
the shopman for the goods ; making advances on wages by way 
of loan, with the understanding that a certain, and

therefore, proposed that it should be a misdemeanour on a second eonyie- 
tion, punishable as at present by fine only, not to exceed 100/., and mak. 
ing the penalty on a first conviction what it is now ; on the second, 20/., 
and not less than 10/.; and that not less than half the penalties should 
go to the informer. Making the offence a misdemeanour on the second 
conviction is likely to have a great effect in deterring from the practice; 
for the truck-paying master would see that, from any oversight, he might 
place himself in ‘the dock as a criminal—not a very cnviable position. It 
is also proposed to extend the period for commencing procee after 
the commission of the offence from three to six months; and that the 
masters should be compelled to pay wages weekly. The subject of the 
Truck System occupies nearly half the report ; the next important subject 
alluded to in it is education, following out the observations in his previous 
report, noticed by us in the Minne Journat of 16th August last. The 
establishment of the South Staffordshire iron and coalmasters’ prizes had 
worked exceedingly well. The number of schools that came within the 
scheme was 18, containing 2500 boys; and a full report of the distribu- 
tion of the prizes was given by us on 20th March last. It is gratifying 
to learn from this part of the report that the acting of the principle has 
given great satisfaction ; and gentlemen in the neighbouring parishes have 
expressed their intention of joining the association, or of applying its 
principles to those schools in which they are interes The report con- 
cludes with an important notice of the condition of the population in the 
coal districts of the United States, to which we shall referin ournextJournal, 











The communication of Mr. G. Knox, insertedin the Minine Journat 
of July 24, in reference to the prevention of an explosion in a colliery be- 
longing to Mr. Alderman CorprLanp and Company, at Fenton, Stafford- 
shire, through the presence of mind of the colliers, appears, we are happy 
to find, to have caused much attention in the colliery districts. It is to 
be hoped the facts related, showing how important is the quick adoption 
of proper yet simple means, when symptoms of a sudden eruption of gas 
present themselves, will have their due effect ; and although the conditions 
under which explosions take place are exceedingly various; with anything 
like proper ventilation, most wholesome precautions, under all cireum- 
stances, might be treasured up in the minds of those employed, which 
could be acted on at an emergency. This peculiar case is one of such 
rarity that we think a re-statement of the facts will not be out of place. 
It appears, that on the forenoon of Wednesday, the 21st of July, while 
the men were at work, a sudden crackling and hissing noise was heard, 
and the floor was observed to heave up in a series of blisters, resembling 
mole-hills, the gas roaring out with a noise like a smith’s bellows. The 
men had the presence of mind instantly to extinguish their lights, passing 
a signal to those further off to do-the same, and all retreated in the dark 
to the down-cast shaft. Safety-lamps were lighted, and it was found the 
atmosphere had become highly explosive for 80 yards from where the gas 
issued. They cut the air off from the gas by shutting the air-doors, and 
extinguished the furnace-fire; the doors were again opened to allow the 
current of fresh air to circulate freely, when they left the mine, and found 
that the air at surface, as it came from the up-cast shaft, fired at the 
safety-lamp. In about five hours the air from the up-cast showed no signs 
of explosive gas, and, although a considerable quantity still issued, the 
strong ventilation was sufficient to dilute and drive it out. This isa case 
which certainly cannot be made too public ; it is probable that had a few 
more minutes elapsed before the lights were extinguished a calamitous 
result would have occurred, and not one been left to tell the tale of the cir- 
cumstances attending it; and had the coal caught fire, months might have 
elapsed before it could have been extinguished, to the great loss of the 
proprietors, and misery of the miners and their families.

IMPROVEMENTS IN SAPETY-LAMps AND Liguttnc.—Mr. Edward Simons, 
of Birmingham, has obtained a patent for a modification of the safety-lamp, and also 
for some arrangements for securing safety in nursery, bedroom, and kitchen candle- 
sticks. The miners’ lamp is constructed with an oil vessel, formed in the usual man- 
ner, having at the back of the wick a concave polished metallic reflector, with a door 
in front closing air-tight, and formed of talc, or thick glass, secured in a metal frame ; 
above this is a cylinder of wire gauze, which, for greater security, and for the use of 
fiery mines, the patentee makes double, with an annular space between. After the 
lamp has been properly trimmed to last a certain number of hours, and delivered to 
the collier, he cannot open it, as it is secured by a screw-bolt, operated on by a key, 
which is kept by the overseer. ‘To render this lamp of the greatest utility under all 
circumstances, In addition to a fixed handle and a ring for the purpose of suspension, 
it is connected by a pivot to a spear point, on which it revolves, and by which it can 
be attached to the walls of the workings, and the reflected light thrown in any direc- 
tion. The means adopted for securing safety in domestic illumination where candles 
are employed is by the use of a spring candlestick, and a means of locking the spring. 
The cap which covers the end of the candle is fixed by a bayonet fastening in the 
usual manner ; but there is a vertical slot down the metal cylinder, terminating in a 
short horizontal one, forming‘another bayonet joint. Tothe cap which covers the spring, 
and on which the candle rests, is fixed a stud which passes through the slot, and on 
being passed into the horizontal niche, and*drawing the candle within the cylinder, 
safely extinguishes it. There are several modifications of this arrangement, secured 
under the specification, but founded on the same principle. 





PonTERWARD SiVER-LEAD Mine.—This valuable mine was discovered 
about five months ago, and so extraordinary were the appearances then presented 
by the ore and gossan, which was found literally filling the lode (varying from 8 to 
10 ft. wide), and almost immediately below the surface, that a great sensation was 
created, and the mining community of the neighbourhood were very generally at- 
tracted to the spot.

They are with the washing of the auriferous gossan at the 
Britannia Mine with all the expedition possible, which their present ap- 
pliances for that purpose will admit of, and intend to forward a large 
quantity to London for reduction.

SMELTING SILVER ORES. 


Messrs. Johnson and Matthey, of Hatton-garden, having been applied 
to for a scale of returning charges for smelting silver ores, in order to as- 
certain which description would best answer for sending to this country 
for smelting, we have been favoured with their answer, which we subjoin, 
as containing observations and particulars of general interest :— 


“The ley, or proportionate richness in silver, of ores is not so much a criterion of 
their being advantageous to smelt as the character or class of ores intended for reduc - 
tion. ‘To come to a decision in selection it is necessary to take many points into consi- 
deration—1. The price of quicksilver, and the relative loss, according to the ley, both of 
silver and quicksilver.—2. The character of the mineral, whether it contains arsenic, 
antimony, lead, or other inferior metals in a mineralised state; and also the state of 
mineralisation in which the silver exists as dependent upon these points is the greater 
or less waste of both silver and quicksilver ; by smelting, in this country, instead of 
amalgamating, many of these metals are useful, and become a source of profit to the 
smelter, and thus enables him to reduce the ores at a lower returning dane than if 
they were not present. This is more particularly the case with minerals containing 
lead, and it will be found that much ‘‘ desmontes” (refuse ore) is valuable for smelt- 
ing, although perfectly uselest and valueless for amalgamation. With these observa- 
tions, it will be seen thai no correct scale of returning charges can be given ; but if 
proof is required of the advantage of smelting over amalgamation of most classes of 
ores, when the inland carriage and freight is not too great, or—say in all ores contain- 
ing 100 ozs. and upwards, or when the charges mentioned donot exceed 5/. per ton— 
there can be no doubt it could be shown advantageous by the whole quantity of silver 
contents (by true assay) beer ey for in smelting, less the charges. While it is well 
known, that the assays taken by those engaged in reduction by amalgamation are al- 
ways under the real contents, and this in proportion to the richness of the mineral, 
in order to secure the amalgamator from loss in this process ; and in this we allude to 
free and proper ores for amalgamation; but in others, where the loss of ra an! is 
great (as before described), the contents of silver can never be recovered, and the loss 
of mercury in many instances equal to two and three times the weight of silver that 
is recovered. We consider that in all cases the expense of smelting in this country 
would-be less than the loss of mercury and manipulation, and that the excess of sil- 
ver produced by smelting over the amalgamation must always be of greater value than 
the expense of moderate carriage and freight.”
